Commercial Products Made 
Waste at Sawmills 


Experiments by Dr. J. F, Davidson 
of the University of British Columbia 
have resulted in the discovery of a 
process of distilling sawdust waste by 
means of which tar, a light oil, ace- 
tate of lime and charcoal are obtain- 
ed. In the new process the gas pro- 
duced by distillation is carried 
through a pipe nine inches in diame- 
ter and twenty feet long. In the pipe 
is an electrically charged wire, which 
causes precipitation of the heavy par- 
The tar, forty gallons 
for each cord of wood distilled, is of 
medium. consistency and marketable. 
The light oil, obtained in‘ a water 
condenser, is immediately marketable 
for ore refining, and the yield is 
twelve gallons to the cord of wood, 
Eighty pounds of acetate of lime are 
obtained for the pyroligneous acid of 
each cord of wood, Nine hundred 
pounds of charcoal are in the final 
yield. ;

A Useful Tax 

Clearly the land-holding compan- 
ies should be given the privilege of 
paying into the Federal Treasury of 
Canada for the costly defence of their 
idle tracts of land. A tax on the 
current land values of Canada might 
begin at the moddyate rate of 1 per 
cent. It would not require new ma- 
chinery to collect it. he municipal 
authorities could do the collecting 
for the Dominion; and a tax of 1 per 
cent, on land values would increase 
the Federal revenue by possibly $70,- 
000,000 per year. Could there be any

Seed Grain 


and Potatoes 





Free 


By instructions of the Hon. Min- 
ister of Agriculture a distribution of 
superior sorts of grain and potatoes 
will be made during the coming 
winter and spring to Canadian 
farmers. ‘The samples for general 

istribution” will consist of spring 
wheat (about 5 lb.), white oats 
(about 4 IJbs.), barley (about 6 
lbs.), and field peas (about 5 Ibs.) 
These will be sent out from Ottawa 
Adistribution of potatoes in sam- 
ples of about 3 lbs, will be carried 
on from several of the experimental! 
farms, the Central Farm at Ottawa 
supplying only the provinces of 
Ontario and Quebee. All samples 
will be sent free by mail. Oniy one 
sample of grain and one of potatoes 
can be sent to each farm. As the 
supply of seed is limited, farmers 
are advised to apply early. Re- 
quests received after the end of 
December will probably be too late. 
Anyone desiring a sample should 
write (post free) to the Dominicn 
Cerealist, Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, for an application blank.

When the Kaiser’s Entrance to Paris 
Was Foiled 


That illuminating writer, Mr. Hil- 
aire Belloc, who has written a whole 
volume on the glorious victory of the 
Marne, makes the disclosure that the 
Kaiser himself was a witness of that 
|first disastrous defeat of his arm- 
ies—a defeat that nothing the Ger- 
mans have since been able to do 
could retrieve. It seems that the 
Kaiser had prepared to ride forward 
into Paris in all the glory of his 
“shining armor,” but he arrived at 
the plateau of Amance only to see the 
rout of his troops. Says Mr. Belloc: 

“The little, aged figure of that un- 
fortunate’ man, whose physical disa- 
bilities were perhaps in part respon- 
sible for ‘the war, was to be seen 
from the French lines watching the 
battle from the ground behind. He 
was distant from the nearest obser- 
vers by more than the common range 
of a field piece; he was caught only 
by the careful scanning of glasses; 
but the figure and its surroundings 
were unmistakable. Grouped about 
him was the “brilliant staff’ of the 
newspapers and stage; and the White 
Cuirassiers, which were to be the es- 
cort af his triumph, were massed to 
the left and behind. He had also put 
on for that day the white uniform of 
that corps and the silver helmet. It 
was pathetic and a little grotesque,”

pointments since, but it is to be 
doubted if He ever experienced such a 
bitter disappointment as he suffered 
when he found that he would not be 
allowed to enter Paris in the charac- 
ter of conqueror.—From the Montreal 
Herald.
